Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: see the Final Rejection. Further, applicants 
contend that "(a) patent need not teach, and preferably omits, what is well known in the art," in response to the rejections under 35 USC 
1 12, 1st and 2nd paragraphs, with regard to their "rocket motor assembly." Yet, applicants contend the references must give each and 
every detail that applicants argue they need not disclose or teach, that."the Examiner has not employed a reasonable interpretation of 
what comprises *a rocket motor assembly/ " and the rejections made under 35 USC 103 should be withdrawn. It is submitted that, in the 
absence of such definite and enabling disclosure by applicants, the interpretation of the inventive subject matter and application of 
references for rejection are likewise valid. 
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
